Governor Talmadge, newly announc- 
ed as a conditional presidential candi- | 
date, counting on southern states) 
which voted republican in 1928 for!

Fresh from Washington, where he 
said he would seek the presidency if, 
his controlled state democratic execu- 
tive committee decides to hold a pres- 
idential preference primary, he dis- 
enssed the political picture yesterday, 
claiming. probable support of nine 
states with some strength in a tenth.

Nippon Delegates Approve 
Action at Parley To Hear 
Other Naval Proposals. 


LONDON, Dec. 16.—(4)—The sim- 
ple expedient of changing the subject 
served today to steer the five-power 
naval conference temporarily away 
from a threatened deadlock and pos- 
sible disaster. 

With no progress in sight on Ja- 
pans proposal for a common upper 
limit for equality of world fleets, the 
conference agreed unanimously’ to 
shelve it for the time being and _ to 
take up consideration of a substitute 
British proposal. 

However, a communique issued by 
the delegates made it clear the Jap- 
anese scheme is “being reserved for 
further reflection and examination.” 

This meant the conference undoubt- 
edly will carry over into 1936. De- 
velopment of the British plan for an- 
nouncement of building programs over 
periods of six years or more likely 
will require the remainder of the week. 
After that, the conference will ad- 
'journ until January 2. 

Today's manuver was accomplished 
at the suggestion of Viscount Monsell, 
first lord of the British admiralty. It 
was believed agreed upon by the Jap- 
anese over the week-end.

Ababa railroad were protected by a 
secret plan to forbid Ethiopia to con- 
struct a railroad through the strip of 
ceded land.

Authorities said that, although the 
plan does not state specifically that 
Ethiopia may build a railroad to the 
sea, such construction is not forbid- 
den. If necessary the. French might 
agree to build a short’ line from Assab 
to Djibouti, connecting with the exist- 
ing line, the spokesman said. 

Issue Believed Dead. - 

However, the railroad issue proba 
bly will not arise, for advices from 
Rome indicate Mussolini opposes ced- 
ing Assab to Ethiopia because the 
population—under the Italian flag for 
more than 50 years—might suffer un- 
der Ethiopia. In 1928 Italy offered 
Ethiopia free port facilities at Assab 
and it is understood this offer might 
be renewed. This would permit Ital- 
lan customs officers to control flow 
of arms to the Ethiopians. 

Italian Ambassador Vittorio Cerutti 
tonight sought clarification of sey- 
eral points from Laval. He was un- 
derstood to have inquired particularly 
who would guarantee policing of the 
zone in southern Ethiopia to be set 
aside for Italian colonization and ex- 
Ploitation and a more exact descrip- 
tion of the frontiers of the part of 
Tigre province to be ceded to Italy. 

In London Ambassador Dino Gran- 
di sought similar information from 
the British foreign office, it was un- 
derstood. 

Ethiopian Minister Wolde Mariam 
received a Message from his emperor 
saying Ethiopia would not talk peace 
until the last Italian soldier had 
withdrawn from his territory.

Investigation of Vice Condi- 
tions Ordered To Pre- 
vent Outbreaks. 


TAMPA. Fla., Dec. 16.—(4)}—The 
Hillsborough county grand jury today 
dug into politics and gambling in 
Tampa apparently to determine wheth- 
er there was a connection with the 
flogging murder of Joseph Shoemaker. 

The jury, beginning a special session 
to investigate the murder, was charg- 
ed by Circuit Judges L. L. G. Parks 
and Harry N. Sandler, to probe con- 
ditions in general as a means toward 
preventing recurrence of outbreaks of 
violence. , 

Immeditely, the grand jury called as 
witness members of the Junior 
Chamber of Commerce election inves- 
tigating committee. Chairman John 
W. McKay and five members appear- 
ed with a bulky record of evidence 
obtained in a recent investigation. 

Informed quarters said’ wide open 
gambling operations in the county 
were halted abruptly soon after the 
judge's broad charge. The judges 
described gambling election law vio- 
lations and unlicensed- liquor deal- 
ings as ‘‘a cankerous conditions,” and 
called upon the jury to find the cure. 
The Junior Chamber of Commerce re- 
cently estimated 1.000 persons were 
employed in the gambling business, 
with a money turnover of $1,000,000 
a month. 

The Junior Chamber claimed re- 
sponsibility for disrespect for the law 
and order originated in gambling es- 
tablishments, and Judge Parks told 
the jury “that’s where the court 
places it, too.”

CONDON TERMS REQUEST 
OF BRUNO “GOOD JOKE” 

LYNN, Mass., Dec. 16.—(?)\—The 
suggestion of Bruno Richard Haupt- 
mann, condemned slayer of the Lind- 
bergh baby, that Dr. John F. C€on- 
don submit to truth tests was termed 
tonight by the prosecution’s star wit- 
ness a “good joke.” 

Dr. Condon, whose testimony aid- 
ed in convicting Hauptmann, is ap- 
pearing at a local theater several 
times a day, and after the early eve- 
ning performance he drew a’ large 
throng when he appeared in the win- 
dow of a J.ynn furniture store. 

Dr. Condon laughed at the idea 
he should submit to truth tests and 
referred to the suggestion as “defense 
fireworks.” 

“Let him (Hauptmann) take truth | 
tests if he wants to,” said Dr. Con- 
don. “Who'll be in the box with 
him, Lloyd Fisher. Lloyd’s a nice 


boy, you understand.” Fisher is. 
HMauptmann’s attorney. | 

“I think I’ve already submitted to 
about everything except death,” con- 
tinued Condon. know I told the 
truth and that’s all there is to it. I’m 
not on trial. I have no statement to 


retract, exchange or change. 

“If Hauptmann has anything to 
say to me, let him say it. Why 
doesn’t he speak to me? He éeould 
write me a nice little letter so I'd 
know what he wants from me.” 

Dr. Condon was enthusiastic over 
the reception he has received in his 
theatrical appearance. 

“Classrooms I‘ve taught in never 
were more quiet,” he said, praising 
his audiences as “intelligent and dig- 
nified.”’

He 
was held last night in Fulton tower 
in lieu of $1,000 bond. 

Sworn statements made by Burson 
in depositions taken before the trial 
by B. B. Barnett, court reporter, were 
the basis of the perjury charge 
against him.

STATE SUPREME COURT 
UPHOLDS LIQUOR BILL 


‘Legislative Intent’ Cited in 
Decision; Appellant Claims 
Constitution Violation. 


Contentions that Georgia’s dry law 
was overthrown by the alcohol con- 
trol act regardless of results of the 
referendum were overruled by the 
state Supreme court yesterday. 

A previous case before the same 
court sought vainly to invalidate late 
returns which swung the ballot bal- 
ance for prohibition by less than 300 
votes. 

A third case maintaining some of 
the contentions urged in the petition 
decided today is pending before the 
court. It was brought by Reuben A. 
Garland, Atlanta attorney. One of its 
principal points argues the legisla- 
ture wrongly delegated its exclusive 
law-making authority by providing a 
referendum. 

Yesterday’s ruling was made in the 
case of Byron Reynolds, convicted in 
Bainbridge city court of possessing 
whisky and beer. 

His lawyers took the case to the su- 
preme court. They contended that in 
providing a_ referendum the legisla- 
ture had violated a constitutional pro- 
vision “conferring sole right to enact 
laws upon the general assembly and 
sole right of veto upon the Governor.” 

The court did not rule whether the 
assembly had exceeded its authority. 
It ruled that while one section of the 
act “purports, without condition, to 
repeal the existing law against posses- 
sion of whisky,” it is “apparent that 
the legislature did not intend to put 
the act in force as the law without an 
affirmative vote of the people.” 

“The legislative intent.” it said, 
and not from isolated portions.” 

The first case was filed before the 
Supreme court by W. G. Hastings, of 
the Gporgia Local Option Association, 
Atlanta.

URGED BY BOTTLER 


President of Association Ad- 
vocates Uniform Tax for 


All Industries. 


A sales tax affecting alike all in- 
dustries was urged here yesterday by 
George S. Cobb Jr., of LaGrange, 
president of the Georgia Bottlers’ As- 
sociation, before 150 delegates assem- 
bled for the 18th annual convention.

Of the funds paid yesterday, $86¥,- 
745 was for the common school funds, 
bringing to 80 per cent total] payments 
on the year's appropriation. : 

The rest of the $427,690 went to 
the Barrett-Rogers fund for consol- 


idated schools and to payments on 
county superintendents’ salaries. 

While all departments of the state 
have been operating on an 80 per cent 
basis this year, capitol observers aepec- 
ulated on the possibility that revenues 
between now and January 1 may ger- 
rr additional payments on appropfia- 

ons. 

Dr. M. D. Collins, state school sup- 
erintendent, declined to comment on 
prospects for another payment to his 
department. He expressed himself 
pleased with revenue for the schools 
7 far. 

“It is the most money the common 
schools ever have received from the 
State in one calendar year,” he said, 
“including the diversion money (about 
$2,000,000 which was taken from the 
highway department).” 

Last year’s payments to the state 
schools totaled $5,465,645, and the to- 
tal for 1983, $5,235,148, 

Among allocations to county sys- 
tems from the payments yesterday 
were the following: Bibb, $8,432; 
Chatham, $11,086; Glynn, $2,075; 
Lowndes, $2,100: Muscogee, $2,084: 
Richmond, $7,387.

"owest Mark in 27 
Years.

NEW YORK, Dec. 16.—(UP)— 
Charles (Buddy) Myer, Washington 
second-baseman, won the American 
league batting championship this sea- 
son with the lowest average in 27 
years, according to final statistics re- 
leased today. 

Myer took the crown with an aver- 
age of .349, beating Joe Vosmik, Cleve- 
land, and Jimmy Foxx, Philadelphia, 
in a furious stretch drive that saw the 
three leaders finish only three per- 
centage points apart. 

The only other times a champion 
failed to finish above the .350 mark 
were in 1908, when Ty Cobb won with 
324 and in 1905, when a mere .306 
gave the title to Elmer Flick. 

Despite a general decline among the 
better hitters, the league average asa 
whole improved, rising from .273 in 
1933 and .279 in 1934 to .280 this 
year. A pronounced slump was noted 
in the ranks of .300 hitters. Only 22 
players who played in 100 or more 
games enjoyed that distinction com- 
pared to 30 last year. 

TIGERS LEAD. 

Team batting laurels went to the 
Detroit Tigers, world champions, who 
had an average of .290. Washington 
was second with .285, topping Cleve- 
land by a point. New York was fourth, 
followed by Philadelphia, Boston, Chi- 
cago and St. Louis. 

Individual laurels were closely con- 
tested in practically every department 
with Vosmik and Hank Greenberg, of 
the Detroit Tigers, winning out the 
greatest number of leaderships. Vos- 
mik made the most hits, 216; the most 
doubles, 47, and the most triples, 20. 
Greenberg tied Foxx with 36 home 
runs and led in total hases with 389. 

Lou Gehrig, of the New York Yan- 
kees, who won the batting crown in 
1934, led in runs scored with 125. 
Gehrig stretched his “iron man” rec- 
ord, began in 1935. to 1,653 consecu- 
tive games. His batting average, how- 
ever, dropped from .363 to .329 to 
place him sixth.

NEW YORK, Dec. 16.—(UP)— 
The stock market today dropped back 
to the lowest level since October 22, 
so far as the industrial average is 
concerned, emphasizing predictions of 
irrégularity. 

Only 1,400,000 shares were exchang- 
ed but there was no tendency for 


prices to improve at any time during 
the session. The close was near the 
day’s lows with declines in silver 
Shares ranging to more than four 
points. At the close Dow-Jones 
averages showed: 

_Industrial 139.11 off-1.27, lowest 
Since October 22. 

Railroad 39.55 off 0.50, lowest since 
December 2. 

Utility 28.16 off 0.21, lowest since 
November 5. 

Disinclination to trade in view of 
the uncertainties in business and 
politics was apparent. Professional 
operators are out of the market as is 
the public except groups such as those 
buying farm equipment and mail or- 
ders shares. Huropeans are selling on 
balance, particularly in metal shares. 
Some investment groups are’ picking 
up shares around current levels. 

Some brokers today forecast that the 


| new buying movement would start at 


about current levels—that is around 
139 in the Dow-Jones_ industrial 
average. But the uncertainties that 
have permitted the list to decliné in 
the last few sessions are still at hand 
including: 

1, Silver price broke again in Lon- 
don and New York—a price of 29 3-16 
pence being established in London, off 
7-16 from Saturday’s nominal price 
and 59 3-4 cents, off 1 cent from Fri- 
day’s price. The most significant part 
was the fact that the United States 
government bought only about 5 per 
cent of offerings, further complicating 
views on the treasury policy,. while 
no forward price was established in 
London indicating bullion dealers do 
not feel the spot situation is cleared. 

2. World political complications 
from the efforts at Italo-Ethiopian 
peace have brought nervousness in sev- 
eral nations. British investors were 
reported as skeptical today, selling 
some British government issues on the 
stock exchange. This could possibly 
bring some switching from British in- 
vestments into the American market, 
but none has yet appeared. 

These, of course, are the major 
problems confronting traders for the 
immediate market. But there is cau- 
tion as result of the year-end tax 
selling, some question of how much 
business will improve in the next few 
months and nervousness over this na- 
tion’s monetary policies. 

So far as business is concerned, the 
American Iron & Steel Institute to- 
day reported production at 54.6 per 
cent of capacity off 1.1 points from 
the previous week but 20 points above 
the rate one year ago. Retail trade 
holds well, week-end department store 
sales in New York city running about 
3 per cent ahove the 1934 week. Ad- 
vance indications point to car load- 
ings being about the same as last 
week's, contrary to the seasonal trend 
which ordinarily is lower.
